4 third for killing the Priefts, even as they were ar Sacrifice; all P;ace:

(without any regard at all to their future Defence) ſer Fire of the Store- 
Houſe wherein the Corn lay for the Suſtentation of the City, and con- 
ſumed that in one Day which had been long a gathering; by this means 
it came to pals, that they were ſorely afflicted with the Peſtilence thro 


the Corruption of the Air, and with Famine for want of Corn. All 


theſe Things notwithſtanding (ſuch was the Cruelty, Obſtinacy, and 
Perverſeneis of this People) could nor reſtrain them violating the moſt 
ſacred and holy Things of the Temple; inſomuch as Johannes Gif 
calinus had a full Determination to have deſtroy'd it, but that he w.s 
prevented by the ma. | 


Abour this time was the Feaſt of the Paſſover, and it fell upon the 


1 


tath Ray of April, being the Sabbath; to the Celebration whereof, 
tere reforted to Feruſalem about 3000 fes. Theſe the Enemy gave 
way to enter into the Ciry ; but conſidering their preſent Neceiſity. for 
want of Vidtuais, upon a ſudden drew up their Forces, and fo ſtraitly 
beleaguered them, that all this huge Multitude was (as it were) imme- 
diately within the Walls, where partaking of the former Miſery, they 
either died of the Plague or Famine, Whence may be perceived the 
Marveilous Providence of God, that cven on, the ſame Place, where 
our Saviour Chriſt ſufter d, the Authors of ſuch Cruelty ſutfer'd a moſt 


Juſt and ſevere Revenge. Now as the Army of the Romans lay upon 


the Nor h of the City, Tieus drew our a Band of 600 Horſe to ride 
about, ro behold and view the Walls of the Town: Fur as he was in 
this manner wondring at the Sumptuouſneſs of rhe City, the Fews in 
great Numbers ſlipt our at a Poſtern- Gate, and ſer upon him ſo fiercely, 
that they endanger d his Perſon, being without Armour; and had he 
nor with great Difficulty broke through them, and recover'd the Tower 
of the Romans, he had been there ſlain. Bur preſently upon this, ſeeing 


\ the Danger, he beſieged the City in thr e Parts; himſelf, as the Empe- 


- ror of the Army, built a Caſtle ſome to Furlongs from the City, juft 
againſt the Tower P/ephina, the other Part of the Army was intrench'd 
right againſt the Tower Hippicus, and the third Part had their Caſtle in 
the Mount of Olives, ſome Five Furiongs or thereabouts from the City. 
ben did he build Bulwarks, make Engines, and wonderful Devices, 
for the battering of the Walls; and combining himſelf, with ſome of 


the Jews, upon the ſecond Day of rhe ſecond Month, which anſwers ro 


the Month of May, with great Difficulty and much Labour entred the 
firſt Wall, which lay upon the North, and even Mount Bezerha and Nea 
ls. Upon the 12th Day of the ſame Month (which was the Sabbath- 
Jay” he entred the ſecond Wall, which divided the Suburbs; but this 
was the f ne Day recover'd by the Virtue of the Jews, ſo, that the Jews 
were conſtrained to fight upon the Sabbath-Day, according £0 the Pro- 


; phecy-of our Saviour Chriſt, Matth. 24. Bur after, upon the 16th of 
this Momh of May, the Romans again recover'd this Wall, and kept it in 


. their own Cuſtody, — 
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Within a while after, in che Month of June, about this time the Famine 
intollerable within the Town, Titus, in the ſpace of Three, compaſſed 
in the whole City of Jeruſalem with a Wall, and upon that ſer Towers 


and Caſtles, left any of, the Fews ſhould fly ro ſave themſelves. Thus 
was the Pro; hęcy of our Saviour Chriſt fulfilled, Thy Enemies ſhall comp ifi 
 thie about, and hem thee on every fide. The learned Joſ-phus was now in 


the City, and walking upon the Walls, earneſtly entreared rhe Jews ro 
deſiſt, and no longer oppoſe the Rymans, but this was ſo hateful a Speech 
to many, that they began ro fling Darts at him. And although at this 


time the Exrremity of the Famine was fo ſore, that many died for wanr 
of Suſtenance, yet all Petſuaſions were in vain ; and ſuch was the Cala- 

miry, that as well thoſe that went our, as thoſe that continued in the City, 
were in like Danger of their Lives; for they were either {lain by the E-

merciful Ourrages mill attending upon War. . 
Their Miſery did rather increaſe than at all leſſen it ſelf; for the Jezlo1- 

fie of Treaſon, the Hope of Riches, and the Madnels of rhe Seditigas, 

diſtracted the Minds cf the Citizens with continual Fears, and filled rae 


nemy, or elſe by the Peſtilence and Famine ; dommon Injurigs.apd un- 


Streets full of Murther and daily Spectacles of lamentab'e Tragedies; : | 


the Markers were unfrequented with Corn, the Victua's with Vialence 
conſumed and Taken from the Owners. And if it chanced that ſome 
one had more than would ſerve his Turn, though he dwelt in a fair anc 
ſtately Building, yet the remoteſt Room and moſt unfrequented he made 


his Tabernacle, and that little which was * with 155 N | 
were ended.

conſumed, together with his Life, till both tha 
were Fathers and Senators of the People (though before ſerved and at- 
tended with Reverence and great State) in this Confuſion were glad of 
a ſmall Morſel, though with much Conrention. The Wife was not 
aſhamed to rake away the Meat from her Husband, nor the Chi dren 
from-rheir Parents, nor the Mothers from their Infants; and if it hap- 


pen'd that in any Houle the Seditions ſeemed to ſmell Food, with Vio- 


ence they took it, ranſackt the Rooms round about, whi'ft the Maſter 


thereof was made a laughing: ſtock and mournful Spectator of thoſe. 


Miſchiefs. But according to the Condition of So diers, whoſe narural 
Diſpoſirinn is to be violent, without any regard either of Sex or Kind- 
red, committed daily Outrages: ſo that here you might have ſeen the 


Mothers Weeping over their dying Infants, whi.ſt their Husbands were 
Maſſacreed in the Streets by the Seditious. „ : 3 
II The increaſe of Days were the increaſe of Torments, and the daily 
Mants of ſuch that were in Power, being unaccuſtomed ro ſuch Evils, 
cauſed them to invent new Means to farisfie their Deſire, and practice 
unuſual Torments, for no other Purpoſe but to find our Suſtenanc<; yea 


ſuch was their inſatiable Thirſt of Blood, that they ſpared nor him who 


bur now gave them all he had, and leſt he thould tive ro cumber the, Ci- 


ty, either hang him up by the Heels till he died, or elſe pull'd our his 
Entrails with a ſharp Iron. Thoſe that went out in the Night time 
when the Romans were aſlcep,, to gather Herbs, the Seditious would 


meer, and with Violence take what they had got from them; and tho

with Fears and Lamentations and Prayers upon their. K12es, they in- 


treated but for one part, a ſmall Moiety of that which a little before 
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they had got with Danger of their Lives, yet they would not give it ; 
them, and ſcap'd fairly if they went away with Life. Theſe Inſolen. f 
cies were committed by the common Soldiers, upon ſuch as were the : 
mieaner Sort of People. But for the reſt that were either Honourable or 
Rich, they became a Prey to the Caprains and Commanders, ſome ac- 
culed as Traytors, and that they would have berray'd the City to the 
Rmans; others as Fugitives, that they would forſake the City; 2 un- Be 
der pretence of one Crime or other deſpoiled of that they had. And 
they whom John had thus oppreſſed, were entertained of Simon, and 
whom Simon had injur d, they were entertained by John ; both drunk of 
the miſerable 'Cirizens like Water, ſo that the deſire of Rule was the 
Caufeè of their Diſſention, rhe Concord of their evil and cruel Actions. 
| * There was an infinite Number that periſhed in this City by Famine, 
inſomuch as Houſes were filled with the Bodies of Infants and Children. 
The Angle-Gate was thruſt full of dead Corps. The Young Men that 
_ remained walked up and down the City like Images of Death: The 
Old Men were deſtroyed by the Peſtilence, the Contagion of which Di- 
ſeaſe taking away their Senſes they became Mad. And of ſuch as died 
among the Seditious, their Wives or Kindred had not room nor time 
to bury them, but as they were putting them into the Grave, they alſo 
died. Vet for all this, amongſt this miſerable Society, there was no 
weeping, no complaining, no deploring of their Neceſſities; for rhe 
Violence of the Famine dryed up their Radical Moiſture, the fear -of 
rief was taken from them; and ſuch as had moſt cauſe to lament, and 
were moſt pricked with the ſting of Sorrow, before they could utter 
their Grief, died, the Beholders nor ſhedding a Tear; ſo that through 
the whole City there was {till a Silence, and a thick miſt of Death and 
Deſtruction did fully poſſeſs the ſa me. | 
But the Seditious were much more Cruel than rheſe were oppreſſed - 
with Calamity and Sorrow]; for ſome opened the Graves of the Dead, 
and taking out their Bodies, thruft them through with their Swords, 
others to try the ſharpneſs of the Edge of their Weapons, wou'd fall 
upon thoſe that were yet alive, and when they had flain.rhem, go away 
laughing at their Pleaſure. So that as Joſephus faith, there was ſcarce 
any Miſchief under the Sun, but was boch practiſed an d tolerated in this 
City. To conciude, by Sedition rhe Rmans conquer d the City, and 
Sedition conquer dithe Romans. 15 „ I 
All Love and Modeſty, thtough this extream and intollerable Famine, 
became utterly extinct, and the deareſt Friends would kill one another 
for a Cruſt of Bread; the faireſt Lady commmir open Adultery for a 
little Suſtenance: Their Food was extraordinary, and ſuch as Men did 
Ioath and hate; ſome. would feed upon Snails and Worms, others of 
old Hay chopt ſmall, many eat Corn either unground gr made into 
Bread; ſome pluckt the Meat from the Spit raw, others with their 
Teeth knaw'd of the Leather of their Shields ; and that very Month 
_* which they cried, Crucifie him, let his Blood be upon s and our Children, 
Was conſtrained to feed upor-three forts, of Dung, that is to fay, Doves 
Dung, Ox Dung, and Man's Dung. Moreover many were conſtrained 
for meer Neceſſity, to feed upon the dead Bodies of b as a little be- 
fore died, batrly by Fan: inc, party by the Peſtflence. fd ro N

for very Madneſs ear hp their Gold; for ſome of them being taken as 
they were flying for their Safery, by the Romans, in their Excrements 
was found Gold, of which the Soldiers hearing, and ſuppoſing that all 
the Jews had been full of Gold, through Covetouſneſs of that Gain, in 
in one Night killed 2000 of them, and ript up their Bellies; and had nor 
Titus Ceſar, by a ſevere Edict, forbidding theſz cruel and unheard-of 
Slaughters, there had been many more Slain. We 1 | 
To make an end of this unheard-of Famine, I will repeat one me- 
morable Example out of Foſephus, of an Outrage which a Mother com- 
mitted even upon her own Son. There was a Woman of the Inhabi- 
rants beyond Jordan, whoſe Name was Mary, of the Stock of Eleazer, | 
and of he Town Bethezer, which ſignifies the Houſe of Hep; ſhe. was 
of a noble and rich Family, and amongſt others, went to Jeruſalem, in 
hopes of Safety, where ſhe was likewiſe oppreſſed with the Mifery of | 
this Siege; For as ſoon as ſhe had brought att her Riches and Suſtenance 
into the City, which ſhe had before beyond Jordan; this Famine grow- _ 
ing greater and greater upon the Inhabirants, the Seditious perceiving 
that this Woman was well furniſhed both with Riches and Suftenance, 
on a ſudden ſet upon her Houſe, deſpoiled her of her Subſtance, took 
away her Suſtenance, andurterlv deprived her of all Means to live. She 
being pricked with rhe Calamity of the Times, faw.ir little prevailed to © 1 
ſtrive, wherefore with Tears, upon her Knees, ſhe intreated that ſhe 
might have bur ſome ſmall part of that they had taken from her, to main- 
rain her ſelf and her Son with Life; but the Seditious gave little Ear to 
her intreaties; wherefore, being moved to extream Anger, ſhe daily 7 
curſed, with conrumelious Words, «hoſe barbarous Villains, that had 
thus robb'd her of all her Means; but when ſhe ſaw that neither Anger | 
nor Inteeaty could procure Mercy, and through the 'Fown nor one Mor- 
ſel pf Food was to be found, partly prof with an extream Neceſſity, 
2 with a furious Rage, beyond all Nature and Compaſſion, laid vio- 
lent Hands upon her own Son, and accounted an untimely Death more 
. honourable, than that he ſhould live to be a Prey to the Seditious, or 3 
Slave to the Romans. * Vo ; OY - | 
The Body of this Infant ſhe roaſted ro eat; the Soldiers of the 
Town being preſt with Hunger, ſmelling the Mear, ſuppoſing, that as 
in former times, they ſhould have found Plenty, with Violence broke in 
upon. her, and togk What ſhe had provided, .greedily conſumed, | 
and compelled her ro fetch the reſt; which ſhe did, and when | 
they were well ſatisfied, ſhe ſhewed the Head and Feet of her Son 3 | 
which they perceiving, loathing the Inhumaniry of the Fact. wich deject- ,} 
ed Countenance departed. This Famine was ſo extream, that one Mea- | 
fure of Grain was worth a_ Talent, t ar is 600 Crowns. Bur the . 
mans all this while did abound with Plenty of all Things, and to vex t 
Jews, they ſhewed them the great Abundance of. their Store, for rhe 
neighbouring Provinccs ſent them Supplies. 
Alter this Famine, there follow d an extream Plague, procured parily 
through the ſtench of the Bodies that lay unburied, partly by the Mul- 
titude of Maſſacrres which daily happen d, that within the Compaſs of 
Eleven Weeks, there were carry'd out by the Gate of the City 111009 
dead Bodies; yet could they not empry the City, but that they were con- 
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trained 
over the Walls info the Ditches of the City; which when Titus ſaw, 
and that the Putre faction of the Bodies ſwam upon the Ditch, for it was 
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eicher to bury chem at the Publick Charge, or elſe caſt them 
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full with dead Carcaſſes, fetching a deep Sigh, and lifting up his Hands 


to Heaven, he ſaid, God is my Witneff,, ths it not my Fault, but the Puniſh.

The City being thus peſter'd with Sedirion, Famine, Peſtilence, and 


War, was made now a ready Prey to the Enemy; and that they might 


make a final End of their Miſeries. Titus cauſed the Engines of Bat. 


tery to be brought againſt the Walls; and upon the firſt Day of the 


fourth Month, which anſwers to une, he took the third Wall, which lay 


upon the North. Upon the 4th of June after, though with great La- 
bour, he rook the Tower of Antonia, and in it placed a Garriton. Up- 
on the 17th day of the fourth Month, which was a Faſt to the Fews, 
 Foſephus going to the top of that Tower, made an Oration ro Giſcalinus 
+4 the reſt, to diſſuade them from their Rebellion, and ceaſe ro oppofe 
the Romans, bur this little prevailed. Upon the z0th day of Ju, the 
Fews burnr part.of the Porch of the Temple, towards the North, not far 
from the Tower of Antonia, leſt that rhe Romans, having got that Hold,

erceiying, without any Command of their Captains, put ſcaling Lad- 
ders to the Tower, and began to attack it; bur when they were moſt 


buſie, the Fews on a ſudden pur Fire to the Pitch, and burnt them moſt. 


miſerably ; inſomuch as Trens pitied them to ſee their Extremity, al- 
though they were ſuch as did contrary to his Command, Upon the laſt 
Day of rhis Ionth they took the North-Gate, which lay towards the 
Riſing of rhe Sun, and cloſe by the Brook Cedron; this hey burnt down 
with Fire. Upon the 3d of Augiſt, Tirus commanded to Eire the Gate 


of the Temple, that was all cover d over with Gold and Silver; by this 


Gate the Romans made a Breach into the Temple, which e're this, had 


been prophaged by the fes: while this Gate was a burning, the Jews 
| ſtood aſtoniſhed, and nor one of them reſiſted the Romans. Ceſar and all

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"new Incurſions upon the Romans, by which means they could not deter- 


his Army Jabonr'd rhrce Days to quench, the Fire, after which he call d 


a Council to determine what he ſhould do with the Temple, it was ſo 
Rich and Sumpruous, that he wou d fain have left ir as an Ornament for 
the Reman Empire. But the Jews having got a little breathing, made 


mine thereof. The 6th of Auguſt, the Soldiers of Titus, without Com-

. || Hopes of Booty, and a deſire of Revenge, were deaf to all his Perſua- 
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ter ' d, the ſound of the Reman Trumpets, the fierce Reſiſtance of the Ses 
ditious, and the Fire furioufly burning; repreſented a moſt horrible 


Spectacle; the Ground below was cover'd with Dead Bodies, many in 
Deſperation threw themſelves into the Fire, 6000 were burnt in the fame 
Gate, whither they fled for Refuge, and the Prieſts moſt cruelly Maſſa- 
creed as they were in the Temple of Feru/alem, the Mirror of the World

being conſumed with Fire and Sword. 


Ius, ro juſtiſie himſelf before Almighty God, proteſted, That he was 


not the Caule of their Miſery, having offered the ems a general Pardon 
and Oblivion for all paſt Offences ; bur they rather choſe War than 
Peace, Sedition than Quietneſs, Famine than Wealth and Plenty; and 
with their own Hands began to burn the Temple which he would have 
preſerved; therefore ſuch Food as others eat was proper for you, and 
that he would bring the abominable Crime of eating their own, Chil 
dren in the Ruin of their own Country, and would nor ſuffer rhe Sun to 


ſhine upon the City, wherein Mothers eat the Fruit of their own Wombs, 


and Fathers were no leſs culpable than the Mothers; that not withſtand- 
ing all che Miſeries they endured, would nor ſubmit to his profer'd 
Mercy. The Rmans wich their Batrering Rams could do no Execution 
on the Walls of the Temple, they were ſo large and well compacted; and 


attempting tb aſcend it by Ladders the greateſt part of them were ſlain. 
Therefore Titus perceiving he preſerv'd the Temple to his Loſs, caus d 
the Porches to be ſer on Fire, which the Fews beholding, and ſeeing 


themſelves encompaſs d with Flames, and diſcourag d with Amazemenr, 
they never endeavour'd to quench the Fire, or fave the reſt of their Buil- 
dings. The next Day Titus himſelf ordered rhe Fire ro be quenched, 


being of Opinion it would redound more to the Glory of the Raman Na- 


tion to preſerve ſo magnificent and ſtare'y a Building. Then Tiers re- 


ſolved to fight the Jews the next Day with his whole Army, and win 


N other ways; but the Providence of God had decreed it 
be conlum'd by Fire; For now the fatal floth of Auguſt was

tempt. The Nobility ſeeing him ſo belov'd by all Ranks of Men, mer 
and accompanied him at ſome diftance from the City; and ſo deſirous 
were all ro ſee him, that more went to meet him than ſtayed at home.

The Antiochians welcom'd Titus to their City with 
all poſſible Demonſtrations of Joy and Satisfaction, and requeſted him 
to baniſh the Fews, or at leaſt, that he would take away the Brazen 


Tables wherein rhe Privileges of the Jews were engraven; but Titus 
would cendeſcend to neither, but left the Jews in the ſame State he ' 
found them. As he paſſed by Feruſalem he was troubled to ſee its Deſola- 
tion, and that his Merits-mu#t be known to the World by the Ruin of ſo 


beautiful a Place, From thence he paſſed into Mæſia, and ſo to Panonia, | 


and Commanded that John, Simon, and 700 of the luſtieſt Priſoners 


S ſhould be ſent into Tah, to be uſed in his, Triumph. Approaching 


near Rome, the People mer him with great Joys and his Farher did him 
the ſame Honour in his own Perſon ; and both agreed ro Triumph on 
the ſame Day, though the Senate had decreed they-ſhould each have a 
ſeveral Triumph. Which being come, 1 

All the Soldiers and Officers came before Day near the Temple It, 
where that Night the Emperors lodged; and at Break of Day Veſþa- 
tian and Titus came forth in Purple Garments, crown'd with Lawrel, 
and went to Octavians Walls, where rhe Senate, Noblts and RN, an 
Knights expected their coming. Before the Porch was raiſed a T. 
bunal, with Sears of Ivory; on which being ſate, the Soldiers ſhour-. 
ed forth their Praiſes. The Emperors were unarmed, cloarhed in Silk, 
and crowned with Lawrel ; and when the Soldiers were ſpeaking 
more in their Praiſes, Veſpatian gave them Signs to be filent ; and then 
covering moſt part of their Heads with their Robes, they both made 
the cuſtomary Devotions, and ſent the Soldiers ro Dinner. From the 
Gate of Triumph, in Triumpbant Robes, they paſſed through the 
Publick Places appointed for that Purpoſe.  _ 5 
The Splendor, State and Coſtlineſs of this Triumph, cannot be 
preciſely related, for every thing that was rich, rare and glcrious, 
that might ſpeak the Grandeur of the Emperors, or the Magnificence 
of the Romans, was here in great Plenty: Store of curious Works 
in Gold, Stver and Ivory; Tapeſtry wrought with Pictures, and the 
Curiofiry of Babylonian Artificers; Splendid Gems and precious Stones

Triumph: The Pictures of their Gods, admirable for Workmanſhip 
and coſtly Materials, were carried with them; and divers ſorts. of 
Living Creatures, adorn'd with ſomething that expreſs d their Natures, 
There was an innumerable Company of Men cloathed with. Purple 


wrought with Gold, and all rhings ſo agreeable, that nothing in che 
World could be more Magnificent and Glorious. V 
The Pageants were of incomparable Beauty and Magnitude, with 
lofty Stories one above another, hanged abour with Golden Tapefſtry. 
Some of them repreſented the Deſolations of War, Countries deſtroy. 
ed, populous Cities ruined, Caſtles demoliſhed, Troops of Enemies 
ſlain, Priſoners taken, Walls batrer d with Rams, Armies entring the 
Breach, Cities and Temples on Fire, Rivers ſtreaming with Blood to 
uench the Flames that had conſumed Cities to Aſhes ;/ all ſo exactly 
repreſented, as if the Tragical Actions were then a doing: On ever) 
Pageant ſtood the Governor of the City, ſhewing the manner how. ir 
was taken. After theſe followed a Fleer of Ships, freighred with the 
Joon of War; among which, thoſe of 9 9 5 was moſt remarkable ; 
r there was a Golden Candleſtick with ſeven. curious Branches foi 
ps; then was carried rhe Jewiſh Laws, as the laſt of all the Spoils, 
|, with Images of Victory made of Gold and Ivory. Then came PVefpats- 
A4 an, followed by Titus and Domitian, richly and ſplendidly adorn'd, and 
 rmounted on ſtately Horſes, paſſing to the Temple of Jupiter Capitolinus, 
where the Triumph ended. Here they continued, according to the 
Cuſtom of their Country, till News was brought them of the Death of 
the General of their Enemies, which at this time was Simon of Giora 
who was alſo carried in the Triumph with a Rope about his Neck, an 
by it drawn along the Market-Place, and thefe put to death: V hen 
Notice was given of his Death, Hey ſacrificed and feaſted both in the 
Palace and at their own Houſes. The Triumph being ended, and the 
Empire in quiet, Veſpatian built a Temple, dedicated it ro Peace, and 
beaurified it with Pictures, Carved Works, and other Curiofiries brought
